Leaders of Pittsburgh and Sewickley 
Agencies Meet Together 

A representative group of the leaders 
of a number of our Pittsburgh and Se¬ 
wickley social service organizations met 
together last Sunday at 'the home of 
Miss Margaret S. Campbell, Sewickley 
Heights, for an afternoon of fellowship 
and discussion. This was the seventh 
Sunday on which groups have gathered 
there at 'HillsafarA Prom the list be¬ 
low it may be seen that varied fields 
of service and viewpoints were repre¬ 
sented. 

Informal talks on -the National Hous¬ 
ing projects in Allegheny County were 
given by James H. McIntyre, Rev. H. R. 
Tolliver and Samuel E. Eliot. Ralph 
E. Griswold, of the Bureau of Parks of 
Pittsburgh, envisaged a future when 
our cities and towns would plan more 
adequately for open spaces which would 
be a combination of park and play¬ 
ground. The problem of race conscious¬ 
ness and discrimination was touched 
upon. 

Bayard H. Christy spoke of the im¬ 
portance of avoiding cleavages between 
those who differ on the pacifist and non¬ 
pacifist position in these times. This 
coincides with the ideas of the sponsors 
of these Sunday Felows-hip groups. We 
all recognize that there are strained 
relationships between races and creeds 
within our own country. We who are 
concerned with the importance of the 
development of spiritual and democratic 
forces should be more active in assum¬ 
ing responsibility toward building up 
within our own Pittsburgh and Sewuck- 
ley communities a spirit of fellowship 
and constructive action between various 
groups. Mr. John Weaver of Kingsley 
House led this after-supper discussion. 


Business and industrial girls com¬ 
prised the earlier Sunday groups at 
‘Hillsafar, 7 invited through the Pitts¬ 
burgh Young Women’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation, Kingsley House, and the Young 
Women’s Hebrew Association. Walks 
in the woods, games, reading, music, 
and at the close of the day a short wor¬ 
ship service were .some of the ways in 
which the days w~ere enjoyed. An out- 
of-doors luncheon on the terrace and a 
supper at the picnic fireplace gave 
everyone an opportunity to become bet¬ 
ter acquainted. Keen enjoyment of our 
beautiful countryside, together with an 
appreciation of the interests planned 
for the day, made the adventure a re¬ 
warding experience for all tho'se who 
shared in it.

Virgil E. Lowder, Another Dis¬ 
ciple, Also Named by Chicago 
Church Federation 


John W. Harms, executive secretary of 
the Council of Churches and Christian 
Education of* Maryland and Delaware 
since 1938, has been named secretary of 
the Chicago Church Federation to begin 
Jan. 1, 1943. He will succeed the late 
Walter R‘. Mee. 

In addition to Mr. Harms, the Chicago 
Church Federation has named another 
Disciple, Virgil E. Lowder, as secretary 
of its Depart¬ 
ment of Social 
Service. This 
department of 
the Federation 
is widely rec¬ 
ognized for its 
d e v e lopment 
of cooperation 
between the 
churches and 
social welfare 
agencies. 

Mr. Harms, 
40 years old, 
was educated 
at Phillips 

„ U n i v e rsity, 

Virgil E. Lowder Aubum The . 

ological Seminary, and the University of 
Chicago Divinity School. He was or¬ 
dained to the Christian ministry in 1931 
and that same year became director of 
religious education for Disciples in the 
Eastern Area. In 1934 he became direc¬ 
tor of religious education in Indiana, serv¬ 
ing there until called to the position with 
headquarters in Baltimore. 

Lynchburg Graduate 
Mr. Lowder, who has been studying at 
the University of Chicago for the last 
year or so, is a former member of the 
National City Christian Church. He was 
graduated from Lynchburg College, and 
has also studied at Yale Divinity School 
and Union Theological Seminary. He 
toured Europe as a member of a Sher¬ 
wood Eddy Seminar.

Zion, Ill., Leader 

Formerly Disciple 

Wilbur Glenn Voliva, for 35 years the 
religious leader of Zion, Ill., founded by 
the late John Alexander Dowie, died in 
Chicago on Oct. 11 at the age of 72. 
Under his guidance the colony, located 
north of*Chicago, had become an $11,000,- 
000 business and religious institution. 
Dowie had started the colony after preach¬ 
ing to great crowds at the Chicago 
World's Fair in 1893. 

Voliva was graduated from Hiram Col¬ 
lege in 1897 and two years laten was or¬ 
dained to the ministry of the Disciples. 
While serving in our brotherhood he was 
pastor of churches at Linden, Ind.; Ur- 
bana, Ill.; Albany, N. Y.; York Harbor, 
Me.; and Washington Court House, Ohio. 
He joined the Christian Catholic Apostolic 
Church of Zion, under Dowie's' leader¬ 
ship, in 1899. For five years he was over¬ 
seer of the Zion movement in Australia, 
returning in 1906 to Zion City, Ill., to 
become overseer in 1907 after Dowie’s 
death. 


Centennial Week at 

Cleveland Church 

W. F. Rothenburger Is Guest Speaker 
At Franklin Circle Church; Hold 
District Convention During Week 

Centennial Week was celebrated by 
Franklin Circle Church, Cleveland, Ohio, 
Oct. 11-18. W. F. Rothenburger, former 
pastor, now at Third Church, Indianap¬ 
olis, spoke Sunday morning, Oct. 11. That 
afternoon an Old-Timers' Reunion was 
held; following a social hour, an organ 
recital was given by Mrs. Julietta Roberts, 
followed by a centennial pageant, present¬ 
ing briefly the history of the church, writ¬ 
ten by Mrs. Marjorie Flick, assisted by 
Mrs. Edgar Rowe, Helen Phelan, and 
Mrs. Alice Brown. 

On Oct. 13 an all-day session of the 
district convention was followed in the 
evening by ‘‘Disciples Union Night,'' 
with Robert M. Hopkins, president of the 
United Society, bringing a message. On 
Oct. 16 a banquet was held, with Raphael 
H. Miller, editor of The Ghristicm-Evmi- 
gelist, as speaker. The celebration ended 
Sunday, Oct. 18, with Pastor F. H. Groom 
starting the second hundred years of 
church services. 

James A. Garfield Once Pastor 

Franklin Circle Church was organized 
Feb. 20, 1842, by John Henry, of Austin- 
town, Ohio. Six of the early pastors 
became college presidents and one of 
them, James A. Garfield, became Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. This church 
was the first Disciples' church in Ohio 
to found a Sunday school'. In 1915 a 
$40,000 educational and recreational plant 
was erected and now part of the building 
is being remodeled and the interior re¬ 
decorated at a cost of $22,000. The long¬ 
est pastorate of the church is that of the 
present incumbent, who came Sept. 11, 
1921, after serving as Chaplain in World 
War I. Jessie Brown Pounds, who wrote 
many hymns, including “The Way of the 
Cross Leads Home," and “Beautiful Isle 
of-Somewhere," grew up in the church. 

Edgar DeWitt Jones, only Disciple to 
serve as president of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil of Churches, was once pastor at 
Franklin Circle.

North American 
Convention Held 

Approximately 1,500 Persons At¬ 
tend Sessions; Provision Made 
For Another Convention 


Indianapolis, Im—The last of three 
national assemblies of Disciples of Christ 
adjourned here Sunday evening, Oct. 18, ( 
when the North American Christian Con¬ 
vention concluded its sessions at Cadle 
Tabernacle, scene of so many gatherings 
of Disciples in years past* Held in spite 
of pleas for a united convention in tins 
year of war, the North American assembly 
followed the International Convention at 
Grand Rapids? Mich., and the National 
Christian Missionary Convention of Negro 
Disciples at Kansas City, Mo., in the 
summer. 

Registration at the sessions here totaled 
1,52$, and attendance at most of the pro¬ 
gram represented that figure. It is likely 
that travel restrictions decreased attend¬ 
ance and confined .it to persons coming 
from Indiana, Ohio, and possibly oilier 
near-by areas. A large number, of those 
present were preachers, many of them in 
seminary or just out.

large among our churches. There were oc¬ 
casional jibes at liberal, open-membership 
advocates, but in no mean spirit, and 
usually to the applause of the crowd. 


Provision was made in a resolution 
adopted unanimously on Saturday night 
for the holding of another North Ameri¬ 
can Convention “at such a time ns condi¬ 
tions in our brotherhood seem to war¬ 
rant.” The Continuation Committee of 30 
members is to be polled ‘ ‘ at least an¬ 
nually” in regard to holding the conven¬ 
tion. Pull text of this resolution follows: 


PREAMBLE: 

We rejoice in the fellowship displayed in 
this convention. We recognize that this 
fellowship is 'a demonstration of unity in 
Christ, a unity that depends not upon any 
sectarian or partisan loyalty, but uppn our 
common faith in Christ and loyalty to 
Him, to His gospel and to the original pur¬ 
pose of the Restoration Movement. We 
call this fact to the attention of our 
brethren everywhere, and also to all those 
now divided into denominations. The em¬ 


phasis characterizing the preaching in this 
convention is unitive, not divisive. 

This convention came into being as a 
corrective of unwholesome conditions in 
the brotherhood. We have continued to 
hold such conventions for the reason that 
the conditions still need correction. Be¬ 
cause such conditions may persist, we now 
provide for a Continuation Committee. 
RESOLVED: 

That the following Continuation Com¬ 
mittee be appointed to call a North Ameri¬ 
can Christian Convention at such time as 
conditions in our brotherhood seem to war¬ 
rant ; and that the committee be polled at 
least annually to consider the necessity of 
a convention:

All but eight of these 30 men. served 
on the Continuation Committee for the 
convention just held. 

A number of men in uniform attended 
the convention, but no Negroes were seen 
and this observer saw no state secretary. 
Several leaders of the cooperative agencies, 
under attack from time to time by those 
leading this convention, attended one or 
more sessions. C. E. Lemmon, president 
of the International Convention, was here 
for t„wo days but was not recognized from 
the convention platform. 

Wisecracks Plentiful 

“Amens” were frequent as the speak¬ 
ers gave their messages (several strangely 
enough were read from manuscript to the 
displeasure of most of the conventioneers), 
and laughs punctuated many an address 
as speakers wisecracked to the delight of 
the crowd. Nearly everyone attending 
paid a registration fee of 50 cents, but an 
offering 1 to help defray expenses was re¬ 
ceived at each night session. Simultan¬ 
eous banquets for men, women, and young 
people were held on Saturday night, with' 
a total attendance of about 1,000, and 
most of the so-called “independent” col¬ 
leges held their alumni get-togethers. 

Most of the “free agencies” had ex¬ 
hibits in addition to those of the Pension 
Fund, Board of Church Extension, Na¬ 
tional Benevolent Association, National 
City Christian Church, and Christian 
Board of Publication. 

J. Warren Hastings, new minister of 
National City Church, was the featured 
preacher at the Saturday night session 
which reached its climax afterward in a 


patriotic flag-wavipg program around the 
convention slogan, “Keep Both Flags Fly¬ 
ing, 3 3 conducted by Virgil B. Brock, evan¬ 
gelistic singer. 

Ralph Pollock, Nebo, Ill., evangelistic 
singer, had charge of the convention 
music. One of the outstanding musical 
contributions was the appearance of the 
Philharmonic Choir of Butler University 
on Saturday night. 

The convention seemed particularly* to 
applaud things which met its approval. 
There was much opportunity for this from 
the line-up of “loyal” preachers like 
these: W. A. Fite, G. S. Bennett, Ray E. 
Snodgrass, W, H. Hanna, J. H. Dumpier, 
R. M. Bell, W. R. Walker, Harry Poll, 
Basil Holt, and W. E, Sweeney. 

Quiz Period Popular 

A “Quiz Hour” on “The Church^—Its 
Nature, Its Nurture, Its Propagation,” 
was held three mornings with set speeches 
by three men and a free-for-all question 
period afterward. Many questions rolled 
into the platform for these periods and 
the feature appeared to be well received.

the main text of hie; statem ent to J§£ judge at the tr*5l . 

The life of Christ completely exemplified a way of settling all conflicts by love 
instead of violence. Jesus showed how loving them who hate you and praying for 
them who persecute you is the Christian way to settle disagreements, both individually 
and internationally. The world situation in Christ's time was similar to that of 
today. However Christ loved His enemies instead of killing them. The Roman Em¬ 
pire died but Christianity has come down through centuries. 

In every person there is a bit of God and it is -our responsiblity in building a 
Christian world to encourage the development cf this bit of goodness by love and 
not to destroy it by killing in war. 

War combines all evils imaginable. We can never get a good end like peace and 
justice by using a means of war. We must use a good means such as the non-violent 
resistance of Christ and Gandhi, to obtain a good end. 

The President ordered all men 18 and 19 years of age to register, under the 
Selective Service and Training act on June 30, In all humility I felt that God 
had called me to refuse to register on that date and I refused. Registration for 
conscription is not a constructive census but for the pnrpose of determing how men 
shall be classified for the purpose of killing the brothers of other nations. 

Modern war could not be carried on Without conscription and state absolutism. 

Icannot approve conscription and state absolutism by registering. 

If a person feels called by God to do certain work he will relinqaish the major 
dynamic of his ministry if ho compromises by letting the government conscript even 
to a Conscientious Objector's Camp. The ministers of the future do not come out 
to moral compromise today. Some say that they will go to C.P.S. camp so that they 
may be of more value in the future,-when it will bboeasier to work in a better 
world'. However God does not wait for more popular days to preach His word. He 
wants His followers to stand up today and do His calling no matter what the 
consequences. 

Furthermore if I registered I would probably be ctfessified as a ministerial student 
as I have committed myself to that calling and the Methodist church has given me a 
local preacher's license. Ministers and ministirial students are exempt from 
conscription. I cannot accept this exemptipn as it is contrary to basic religous 
principles. By exempting ministers and ministerial students frcm a national law 
they are set aside as a priestly class, better than other people, A minister can 
not be effective unless he is only the same s*ound with his congregation. I could 
never be satisfied with myself if I hid behind this ministerial exemption and 
escaped my responsibility to society to witness for truth. 

I am willing to suffer and die for my country and my ideals as much as the heroic 
soldiers who are giving their lives in the war today. God g^ve me strength tb live 
and die in doing my humble part in building a Christian world and a Christian fellow¬ 
ship of all races, nations, and peoples.

Dear Friends: 

Over three months have passed since coining into this assembly center. A great 
deal has happened in the '’outside” world, as those of us inside the barbed-wire 
fences call it. Many of you who received my last letter will not get this. My 
warmest personal regards to you all, in spite of the impersonal nature of this 
letter. Thank you for your sympathetic and understanding letters* They have not 
only been sources 'of joy and encouragement to me but also have been bright lights in 
darkness for those with whom I shared some of your letters. 

The poisoning effect of being torn away from home, concentrated into a small, 
congested barbed-wire enclosure is already felt. On the one hand there is the 
impatient, nervous urge to be free again, not to lead a normal life, which no one 
does these days, but to partake in the struggle for livelihood and to participate 
in the life and hardships of our nation at war. This impatience is increasing 
especially as vie hear of the Army's sabotaging of the Student Relocation, In some 
cases it is settling into a deep-seated but almost subconscious resentment and 
bitterness. Restlessness is ever present all over the camp. It is pathetic to 
note how the congestion and excess attention is causing spoiled and nervous child¬ 
ren, Already three persons were sent to institutions for IHae mentally ill. Just 
beyond the eight strands of barbed-wire fences are green pastures; and further out, 
snow-capped Sierras—all strange and forbidden land. Inside, the residents, 70$ of 
whom are native-born Americans, practically all of whom are citizens of the State, 
are virtual prisoners. They are housed in temporary Structures, 20 x 100 feet, for 
25 to 50 people, partially partitioned into five "apartments". Inside, the tempera¬ 
ture has often reached 120°. A limited number of visitors are allowed for fifty 
minute periods. They are not to step outside the crowded GueSt House supervised by 
the police (lest they see ACTUALITY and disseminate information?}. There is no 
freedom of press—every article or hit of news must go through triple (or more) 
censorship. As to the freedom of assembly and speech, well—an outline of a talk 
on the cooperative movement of an elementary nature submitted by Rev, George A. 
Burcham was turned down by the Chief of the Public Relations Division, San Franciscc^ 
as being of a "political nature". The cui’few is from 10:00 p.m. A center-wide 
police check-up is made between 10:00 apd 10;50 p.m. Lights must be turned off at 
1.1:50 p.m. There are endless other regulations about books, language, etc., which 
are increasing weekly, adding to the discomfort and resentment of the residents. 

Oh the other hand, there is a growing feeling of acceptance and adjustment, 
and a slow process of pauperization—the feeling that "The government owes us .a 
living"(which it does under these circumstances), "What's the use?", or "Let's 
enjoy what we have." Something has gone out of the heart of those people*. There 
is no ambition, no.dreams. The paralyzing sense of easy-going indifference has 
overcome a groat many. The food is good and everyone has three full square meals, 
often augmented by candy and ice cream at the canteen and refreshments at frequent 
parties. On top of that, one gets $2,40 per month in coupons for purchases at the 
canteen and $5.83 for men and $4.61 for women per month in coupons for clothing 
allowance (not that anyone actually received any clothing yet). There is baseball, 
basketball, volley ball, sumo and some sort of social or entertainment every night 
of the week. Now wo have free motion pictures every night. Practically every able 
bodied person is employed by the Administration at $8, $18 or $16 per month. The 
work is strenuous sometimes, and some work longer than the stipulated 44-houi* week, 
hut not so with the great majority. If one is not too ambitious or conscientious, 
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one can get along without working too hard. There are creative activities, to be 
sure, to offset these tendencies. There is the art class with excellent teachers. 
There are. hphhies of all kinds; making pins, artificial flowers, knitting, needle- 
craft. For the few more ambitious there are study groups on the cooperative move¬ 
ment and the post-war 'world as well as the music appreciation series, the forum, 
etc. The extreme heat of Central California is not too conducive to serious study. 

The Church is doing some constructive work in the Center. This is an unparal¬ 
leled opportunity for the practice of real Church Union. The Sunday School, the 
Worship Services, the Youth fellowships, Prayer Meetings, Choir, etc., are carried 
on very close to the norma], schedule—perhaps even a little better.organized, more 
efficient and better attended, than the average .American church "outside" during 
these summer months. The local church groups have been very helpful in providing 
us with Sunday, School materials and speakers. The Western Area Protestant Church 
Commission for Wartime Japanese Service has been of valuable assistance all through 
these days. The educational program, being held during the summer, has been in¬ 
formal. The recreational committee is working very hard with what little equipment 
they have; at the same time collecting donations’ and providing equipment. 

Knowing of the caliber’ and the spirit of the personnel of the War Relocation 
Authority, both of the head office and of various centers, and its announced liberal 
policy, the evacuees were looking .forward to life in these Relocation Centers (for 
the ''duration"), hoping for greater liberty. Rut the 'experiences of the recent 
arrivals to Poston and Gila Centers in Arizona, and. of the veterans in Manzanar, 
dash these wishful thoughts quite thoroughly. 

After visiting Manzanar, a Caucasian American writes; "This visit, clarified 
things a lot for me. The slightly improved living conditions (which does not hold 
at all when Fresno is compared to Poston or Gila) emphasized the fundamental wrong 
of the camps; showed that even in VARA camps the army is dominant; made it clear 
that the paramount need is to c hange our entir e cours e... .Manzanar is very subtle. 

No whips, no cursing blackshirts, no starvation, no summary executions. But if we 
fool ourselves... .If concentration camps continue, they will sink into the dry rot 
of cynicism and lack of concern, or harden with hatred and bitterness. Little 
children growing up race conscious and frustrated. Old people dying with the taste 
of uselessness in their mouths. On the other hand, if we get them out, give them 
some hope, they can still flow in Another 1 direction, towards tolerance, sensitivity, 
love of truth,..." Caleb Foote, Northern California F. 0. R. 

One of my friends wrote from Gila on August 22nd: "Greetings from this last 
outpost of civilization. It surely seems like it, for we are stuck out here in the 
desert far from anything and anywhere. Home seems so far away, so remote, and so 
unreal,..," 

Another from Camp #2, Poston; "....but no;? it is roasting hot....The first 
time we had a dust storm it seemed as if we were seeing a scene in a movie. We 
couldn't even see the next barrack, and our room was full of dust even though all 
doors and windows were closed. We just sat with a wet towel around our face and 
head....In case of a railroad strike we would have to starve...." 

From Camp ^3, Pdston; "It is, really hard to describe the first impression, of 
this place. It was a combination of awe, disappointment and anger at everything 
and everybody. But. after living here for a *ouple of weeks, one begins to realize 
how big this program is and that each individual has a duty to perform and cooper¬ 
ation is the key," 
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!Biere is, in many respects, more, hot less, compulsion in the WRA than in the 
WCCA assembly centers. In WCCA centers no one is forced to work. In WRA centers 
the enlistment in the Work Corps is, according to WRA., "entirely voluntary", but 
it is "accepted as clear indication of the enlistee's partlotism and loyalty to 
the United States". The enlistment is for the "duration plus 14 days"^ An enlistee 
may be sent anywhere, assigned to any task, must accept in full payment any amount 
for wages, may not sue for injuries, must pay for support of the family if given ' 
employment furlough. If one does not enlist, he must pay the WRA for maintenance. 
(Read an editorial, August 12th, THE CHRISTIAN CENTURY.) If this is not some sort 
of slavery, I do not know what it is. The present wage scale is $12, $16 and $19 
per month, without coupons or clothing allotments. 

The most important among all these humanitarian and sociological issues is 
that of our democratic tradition. Norman Thomas hits the nail on the head when he 
concludes: "The greatest victim of our procedure against the Japanese is not the 
Japanese themselves; it is our whole concept of liberty, our standard of. Justice, 
and the appeal which American democracy ought to be making to the oppressed peoples 
of the world." (DEMOCRACY AND JAPANESE AMERICANS', 3 for 26 cents at The Post War- 
World Council, 112 East 19th Street, New York City.) 

Some of us are trying to U3e this opportunity to make it a testing ground of 
brotherhood and cooperation unhampered by the profit motive. But the rub is that 
this cooperative community life is based on coercion and near-prison status. Any 
advantages of cooperation is more than offset by the resentment against internment. 
Maynard C. Krueger wrote me on August 21st, after writing about the superiority of 
the staffing of WRA, in regard of experiments in cooperation: "About the only line 
I can work out on the problem is that those of you who are confined to the camp 
should use every opportunity to use cooperative techniques within them, and those 
of us who are not in the camps should devote our primary attention to the reversal 
of the entire segregation policy,,.,I am very much afraid that when cooperation 
takes place within distasteful compulsion, the reaction against compulsion after¬ 
ward may carry with it a reaction also against the cooperation which it is associ¬ 
ated with. The thing is to eliminate the compulsion and give the cooperation a 
chance." 

. 

"What can we do?" That must be your question now. This is the most difficult 
all. However, you can do a great deal more than some of you think, and you have 
already done very much more than anyone had expected you to do. There are already 
some students and families outside because of your efforts. Rev. Owen M. Geer of 
Dearborn has publicly fought for the resettlement of some of my friends. The "Bat¬ 
tle of Dearborn" was publicized through the PACIFIC CITIZEN, a national Nisei ■ 
paper, and the NEW YORK P M which condemned the action of Dearborn's veterans 
groups as Nazi-minded, The American Civil Liberties Union is doing wonderful work 
defending the legal rights of the American citizens. CPS Camp # 21 at Cascade 
Locks, Oregon, successfully resisted the evacuation of a Nisei member who was, as 
a result of the concerted nation-wide action of the CPS camps, transferred to 
another CPS camp rather than to a Center, Every such action revives and strength¬ 
ens Nisei faith in the reality of American Democracy. 

1) The basic issue, as stated above, is the danger to the American way of life 
and the American concept of democracy and fair play. Changing public opinion in 
this regard is highly important. Passing resolutions, such as by the Disciples, 
the Congregationalists, the California Synod of the Presbyterian Church, The Calif¬ 
ornia Conference of The Methodist Church, the letter to the President by the Rist 
War World Council, all help a great deal. 
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2) According to the National Security and Fair Play Committee, the bottleneck in 
the resettlement of Japanese is the sentiment in the inland United States. This is 
one of the major attacks to be made, especially, by those of you in positions of 
influencing public opinion. Read DEMOCRACY AND THE JAPANESE AMERICANS (op, cit.), 

A TOUCHSTONE OF DEMOCRACY by the Council for Social Action of the Congregational 
Christian Church, 289 Fourth Avenue, New York City (10 cents), and AMERICAN-REFUGEES, 
by the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 2151 Vine Street, Berkeley, California or 2929 
Broadway, New York City (8 for 25 cents, $2,00 per hundred) and pass them around* 
Also FELLOWSHIP since May. 

3) Writing letters to internees in Centers, especially to young people, aid in 
keeping them in touch with their fellow citizens. Our Sunday School children are 
exchanging correspondence with children of like age in Iowa, Connecticut, Illinois, 
etc. Send me their names, sex and age, and I’ll find the right people, 

4) Some of you have sent me money which I appreciate very much. So far I have 

received $61.43, out of which I have bought stamps, stationery, Sunday School sup¬ 

plies, etc,, and am saving some for 1 the major needs at relocation centers. 

Please continue to -do your good work and try to find jobs for worthy Nisei or 
places in your Alma Mater for some students* if not for the fall semester, then for 
the spring or next fall. Regulations are being formulated whereby Japanose-Amori- 
can students or families will be allowed to leave the centers provided they have; 

1) a letter from the employer or the school (any institution requiring high school 

graduation for admission) requesting their coming, stipulating all terms; 2) a let¬ 
ter from the community, e.g., the mayor and/or chief of police, welcoming them and 
guaranteeing their safety in the community; 3) a definite place to stay, terms, etc,, 
and 4) evidence that they will not become public charges. If you know of any possi¬ 
bilities, please write to me,. 

We have not been notified officially as to where or when we shall be relocated 
except that we shall be moved sometime in October. 

This is admittedly a selfish letter. I am rationalizing on the ground that you 
are interested in knowing our fate at first hand. As I see it now, I have two defi¬ 
nite responsibilities to my people: the first, to say "Let my people go", to do all 
I can to get many out, aiding in finding schools, employment, etc., to seek ways 
and means of resettling a hundred thousand people of an enemy race after the war is 
over when millions, of soldiers are being demobilized; the second, to endeavor to 
make our life behind barbed-wires an experience parallel to that of Israel in Baby¬ 
lon, for the deepening of our understanding of the human situation, for the under¬ 
girding of the faith in the Redeemer that can stand in the tragic day, and to make 
this an experiment and practice in the cooperative community life unhampered by the 
profit motive. Only in deep humility and with your prayerful fellowship am I able 
to go on, seeking His guidance and strength to lead me on.

The semi-annual meeting of the 
Enid Presbytery of the Presbyterian 
church will be held at the city church 
Monday and Tuesday, with Dr. Kirby 
Page of La Habra, Calif., to appear 
at three meetings the first day as 
the principal speaker. Rev, Paul M. 
Shurtleff, pastor, announced Sat¬ 
urday. 

Dr. Page is a Christian minister, 
and is now an author and lecturer. 

He is the author of 20 books, 17 
pamphlets and numerous articles in 
which he has sought to interpret 
the meaning of Christianity in per¬ 
sonal living and in International, 
racial, political and economic af¬ 
fairs. 

His latest book is, “Living Prayer¬ 
fully.’' 

His works have been translated 
into French, Dutch. Swedish. Danish, 
German. Greek. Bulgarian, Span¬ 
ish, Japanese and Chinese, and have 
been published in England and 
India. 

Among Dr. Page's best known 
books are, “Living Creatively/' which 
was ranked first among 434 books 
listed In a national poll to discover 
the volume on religion most help¬ 
ful to college students; “Jesus or 
Christianity" was selected as a first 
choice by the Religious Book club; 
and “Individualism and Socialism/ 
which was recommended by the 
Book of the Month club. 

Dr Page, who was born in Texas, 
received his higher education in 
Iowa and has lived and held pas¬ 
torates in Iowa, Louisiana. Illinois. 
New Jersey, New York and Cali¬ 
fornia, has spoken in 300 colleges 
and universities, In many hundreds 
of churches of all denominations 
and conferences of all sorts.

A Letter to President Roosevelt 


from the Post War World Council, signed by hundreds of Americans, 
after acknowledging the difficulties of the situation, went on to say: 

“We have seen no adequate evidence to convince us that an order 
giving complete power to the Secretary of War ... to exclude from 
designated areas all citizens, or to restrict their actions in any way 
he sees fit, is either constitutional or democratic. 

“It goes without saying that we fully support all necessary measures 
of counter-espionage for the detection and punishment of spies and 
* traitors. But the overwhelming number of victims bf the present mili¬ 
tary orders are in no sense spies or traitors. Our deep desire is for a 
rescinding of your order which is so at variance with democracy and 
the American tradition. 

“The public opinion which prompted and supported your order 
seems, on the basis of the evidence submitted to the Total Committee 
and from other reliable statements, to have been borne in large part 
of ancient racial prejudices, greed for the land the Japanese have 
developed, and a popular hysteria inflamed by stories of Japanese 
sabotage and disloyalty in Hawaii. The truth of the latter has been 
formally denied .... 

“To grant to Italian and German aliens a right denied to American 
citizens of Japanese origin is a type of race discrimination for which 
there is no ethical justification. . . . The whole process, we believe, is 
of itself a blow to our democracy and will gravely affect our reputa¬ 
tion for racial fair play among the nations of the world. It is the type 
of discrimination which, throughout most of Asia, will greatly 
strengthen the hands of our enemies.”

The idea of the expanding area of peace—individual to tribe to 
city to state to nation—always seamed to me to be such ancient 
history, until I came across the following resume which forced 
me to recognize that this is a live process, continuing right up 
to the presents (Most of this material is from Oondliffe, The 
Reconstruction of World Trade, p. 296.) 

Following the breakdown of the American "League of Friendship" 
in 1789 twelve colonies united to form the United States. Their 
area of peace has steadily expanded right up to the present. 

In 1855 the German Zollverein was formed, to be consolidated in 
1870 into the German Reich. Switaerland abandoned ite intercantonal 
trade restrictions in 1848. Mexico went through two stages of 
federation in 1857 and 1875, the Argentine federated in 1861, 
and Canada in 1867. Italy became a united nation in 1870. Brazil 
federated in 1891, Australia in 1901, and South Africa in 1905* 

At a later stage, China carried through the long and difficult 
task of abolishing the 'likin' charges that hampered trade within 
her borders. . . In 1911 China established the Republic. In 1919 
the League of Nations represented man's first attempt at a world 
government. 1959 marked the end of independent nations in Europe. 

In 19^0 Britain offered France a permanent, indissoluble union. 

In 194l the United Nations banded themselves together,

NATIONAL PARK‘SERVICE, under the Department of Interior, which is 
charged with responsibility for making vast areas available for recreational 
needs, providing roads and trails, and building shelters; 

PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE, under both Federal and State control, which 
includes work in State mental institutions, hospitals with schools for nurses, 
and hookworm control. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND UNITED STATES EMPLOY¬ 
MENT SERVICE, which consists of work on dairy farms in counties designated 
by the Department of Agriculture and farms chosen by United States Employ¬ 
ment Service on basis of need. 

IV. TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF PAROLE 

Under Type 3 Parole, a parolee is asked to accept the following conditions: 

1. He must accept the rules and regulations governing the Civilian Public 
Service Camps and obtain the permission of the camp director for any 
leave or furlough from camp. 

2. He cannot travel outside his parole district without the approval of both 
the camp director and the probation officer. (Failure to respect this rul¬ 
ing constitutes a violation of his parole). 

3. Pie will be asked to use the utmost discretion in his public relations. 

4. His parole may be revoked at any time at the discretion.of the Attorney 
General, and he will have to complete the sentence originally proposed 
with or without deduction for the time spent on parole as determined by 
the Attorney General. 

5. He receives transportation to the Civilian Public Service Camp from the 
Department of Justice, but transportation charges from Civilian Public 
Service Camp to a parolee's home at release must be .provided from private 
sources. 

6. He is allowed “good time” off his sentence, similar to other -Federal pris¬ 
oners and may return to civil life at his “conditional release” date under 
parole supervision. However, if the parolee may be classified as a con¬ 
scientious objector (Class IV-E) the Department of Justice can suspend 
supervision of parole, thus making possible classification by Selective 
Service and assuring him continuation in or return to Civilian Public 
Service without further difficulty. 

V. HOW TO PROCURE PAROLE 

Request for an application blank for Parole must be made by the prisoner and 
may be made at any time. It should be directed to the Warden or the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Prison. The application is not submitted until after the prisoner 
has served his month's quarantine. The application is submitted first to the 
Director of Selective Service for his recommendation and if favorable must then 
be approved by the Attorney General. This procedure normally requires about 
six weeks. When finally approved the Selective Service System and the Na¬ 
tional Service Board for Religious Objectors designate the Civilian Public Serv¬ 
ice Camp to which a parolee is assigned. This requires an additional week. 

The applicant for parole under Plan 3 or 4 pursuant to Executive Order 8641 
should give sufficient evidence of his position as a conscientious objector, in¬ 
cluding his affiliation with various organizations and statements from them or 
individuals as to his sincerity.

• I. PAROLE UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER 8641 
Violators of the^Selective Training nail Service Act of 1!M0 are permitted to 
apply for the special Presidential Parole (Parole Flair—under Executive Order 
8G41—F.R. Doe* 41-487) lifter a months quarantine period in prison (Mem¬ 
orandum 3463, Feb. 18, 1941). 

PAROLE UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER 8641 

On January 21st the President approved an Executive Order providing for parole ma- 
enmery and the terms under which persons convicted of violations of the Selective Service 
Act may be paroted, It reads as follows: 

AMENDING SECTION VIII, VOLUME ONE OF THE SELECTIVE 
_ f . SERVICE REGULATIONS

1940 (Pub, No. 783, 76th Cong*), I hereby amend Section VIII, Volume One of the Se¬ 
lective Service Regulations. by adding thereto the following paragraph: 

t Parole, a. Any person who has heretofore or may hereafter be convicted of a vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, or any 
amendment therelOj thereunder, shall at any time after such conviction be eligible for re¬ 
lease from custody qu parole for service in the land or naval forces of the United States, or 
tor work of national importance under civilian direction, or for any other special service 
established pursuant to said Act, in the manner and under the conditions hereinafter set out. 

b* The parole provsded for in subparagraph (a) hereof may be granted by the Attorney 
Ucncral to any person required to register under the provisions of the Selective: Training and 
Service Act of 1940 any ptodauiation of the President thereunder, if in the judgment 
of the Attorney General it is compatible with the public interest, and tfie enforcement of the 
Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, upon the recommendation of the Director of 
Selective Service* Effort recommending the parole of any such person, the Director of 
Selecuvc Service shall determine, and include in his recommendation, whether such person 
should he paroled for Cl) induction into the land or naval forces of the United States; or 
tZ) induction into the land or naval fortes of the United States for noncombatant service as 
such service Has been or may hereafter be defined; or (3) assignment to work of national 
importance under civilian direction in lieu of induction into, the land or naval forces of the 
United States; or 14) assignment to such other special service as mav be established pur¬ 
suant to the Selective Training Act of 2940* If rhe parole is granted’ it shall conform to 
such recommendation. 

c. The parole provided for in subparagraph (2) hereof may be granted by the Attor¬ 
ney General to any person not required to register under the provisions of the Selective 
Training ano Service Act of 1940. Such person shall thereupon be inducted into the land 
Or naval forces of the United States if he is acceptable to such forces, or be assigned to 
any special service established pursuant to the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 
upon such terms and conditions as may be specified by the Attorney General, and the At¬ 
torney General is authorized to establish or designate such special services. 

d* Any person who h paroled for service in the land or naval forces of the United 
btatos but is not actually inducted into said forces, or who after induction and before com¬ 
pletion of the service specified in the order granting the parole is discharged from such 
*^ rCG A f u pon recommendation of the Director of Selective Service, then lie assigned by 

the Attorney General to work of national importance under civilian direction or to any 
special service established pursuant to the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, or may 
be returnees to a penal or correctional institution to complete the sentence originally im¬ 
posed with or without deduction for the time spent on parole as the Attorney General may 
determine, 

c. If in the opinion of the Director of Selective Service any person paroled for assign- 
meni to work of national importance under civilian direction or other soecial service estab¬ 
lished pursuant to the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 Fads or refuses to per¬ 
form such work or service or abide by the rules of conduct established in connection there¬ 
with, the Director of Selective Service shall so notify the Attorney General, who may revoke 
the parole of such person and return him to the penal Or correction el institution to complete 
the sentence originally imposed with or without deduction for the time spent on parole as 
toe Attorney General may determine* 

L The Attorney General shall impose such tdrms and conditions as he may deem proper 
upon any person released on parole* and shall supervise the parole to sea that he abides by 
the terms and conditions of the parole; provided* however, that such power or supervision 
shall be suspended while the parolee is in the active land or naval forces of the United States* 

g. The parole herein authorized may be revoked at any time at the discretion of the 
Attorney General or his authorized agent; provided, however, that such power of revocation 
shall thereupon be returned to the proper penal or correctional institution to complete the 
sentence originally imposed with or without deduction for the time spent on parole as the At¬ 
torney General may determine, or until reparole. 

h. The Attorney General and the Director of Selective Service are authorized to pre¬ 
scribe such rules and regulations not inconsistent herewith as may be necessary for the 
proper administration of their respective functions and duties set forth in this paragraph. 

i. Nothing in these regulations shall be construed as limiting or restricting the applica¬ 

tion of the act anti tied ih An Act to parole United States prisoners, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 26. 1910 (36 Stat. 819} as amended. FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT

II. NATURE AND TYPES OP PAROLE 

It should be clearly understood that parole is not to be regarded as release 
or clemency from the sentence imposed by the court; neither does the choice 
of parole status rest with the prisoner; it is merely a change in the place and 
conditions under which sentence may be served, and any prisoner granted 
parole is still under the custody and subject to the orders of the Federal Bureau 
of Prisons. 

There are four types of parole under the above Parole Plan—Executive Order 
8641: 

1. Induction into the land or naval forces of the United States. 

2. Induction into the land or naval forces of the United States for noncom¬ 
batant service. 

3. Transfer from prison into a Civilian Public Service Camp until condi¬ 
tional release date or the expiration of sentence. 

4. Assignment to “any worthwhile service” approved by the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral and the Director of Selective Service. Such assignments direct from 
prison will be the exception rather than the rule and will be given only 
in very special cases. However, they are sometimes granted in the cases 
of men previously paroled to Civilian Public Service Camps. 

III. CIVILIAN PUBLIC SERVICE CAMPS 

Type 3 is the parole which is most often granted to conscientious objectors, 
and a little background on Civilian Public Service Camps may be helpful at 
this point. These camps have been set up under Presidential approval, Decem¬ 
ber 19, 1940, to provide work of national importance under civilian direction for 
conscientious objectors who cannot accept combatant or noncombatant service 
in the military forces. The administration of the camps is under the direction 
of the American Friends Service Committee, the Brethren Service Committee, 
the Mennonite Central Committee, and the Association of Catholic Conscientious 
Objectors. 

There are 42 such camps in operation as of July 15, 1942, with approximately 
3,750 conscientious objectors assigned. Some are under the administration of 
Friends, some under the Brethren, some under the Mennonites, and two under 
the Association of Catholic Conscientious Objectors. 

Men assigned to Civilian Public Service Camps are asked, if possible to con¬ 
tribute part or all of the $35.00 per month maintenance cost. The religious 
agencies operating the camps, however, warmly welcome all conscientious objec¬ 
tors even where there is complete inability to pay. Men on hospital and farm 
projects earn their own maintenance. 

Most of the Civilian Public Service Camps are located on sites formerly occu¬ 
pied by C.C.C. Camps. The administrative agencies appoint their own directors, 
and plan their own educational projects but various departments of the Gov- 
ernriient establish the work projects and furnish technical supervision and 
equipment. 

Government Services presently operating projects in conjunction with the 
Civilian Public Service Camps include: 

SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE, under the Department of Agriculture, 
which assists farmers to combat erosion through such measures as strip and 
contour cropping, terracing hillside fields, draining swamp lands and irrigating 
uplands; 

UNITED STATES FOREST SERVICE, under the Department of Agriculture, 
which is concerned with planting and caring for trees and with better utilization 
of rainfall, development of trees and grasses for industrial and conservation pur¬ 
poses, fire protection, and recreation; also under the Department of Agriculture 
there is research service in forestry, fish and wild life.

I have carefully read your recent pamphlet "How Does God Deal 
With Evildoers?" In the face of impending evil which people 
will suffer, it is timely that you have addressed yourself to 
a consideration of the philosophic question of understanding 
how to face and meet evil by a knowledge of God and His. purpose. 

I have essayed a longer written answer making detailed criticisms 
but I do not thinjk it important to send you this detailed statement 
I should like, however, to make several comments. 

The effort to present in more popular form the personalist 
position which places the origin of evil on man's freedom of 
choice and man's freedom of choice upon God's self-limitation 
in creating man with freedom, in order that man might have 
communion with God as a free personality is very clearly stated. 
Likewise your emphasis upon the suffering, redemptive power of 
God's love is very much needed :1n t’n.o corning days. The purpose 
of life for men is the achievement of spiritual stature by 
overcoming evil in the world through an application of our 
intelligent will consecrated by willingness to suffer if need 
be in order that God's complete indwelling in individual and 
group life might be achieved. Several questions occur to me 
I hope you may find valuable. 

Why should we not regard evil as an eternal reality in the 
Universe coexistent with God? Why should we not regard God 
as a purposive, living being, growing and progressing as men 
and human society grow and progress? Why should God not be 
finite as we are finite? Does the philosophic and mathematical 
conception of "infinite" have any meaning to the actual processes 
of the struggle against evil in the world? Why should we consider 
the indwelling of a creative, purposive God in Jesus 2000 years 
ago should be the complete revelation for all time? Is not the 
religion Jesus lived and taught not possible of actual practice 
as fully as he practiced it? If God is growing is not his in¬ 
carnation in individual men today greater than in Jesus? In the 
spirit of Jesus toward Moses and the Prophets should we not now 
speak likewise "Jesus said unto you, but I say unto you?" And 
"it was written in the New Testament, but this is more true." 

Do we not need a new religion at this time of world crisis which 
would encompass the values of all religions and through the way 
of loving suffering achieve the incarnation of God with power in us

Our Lutheran people represent many rations and many loyalties, but 
we unite in confessing Christ as cur Savior let us translate that Faith 
into a present living read it :u Let us commit ourselves to the way of peace 
and reconciliation in the spirit of Christ. 

There is a great deal of work to be done to make o-u viewpoint 
generally knewm in the church. Thy implications of the may of peace should 
be presented in a simple, direct, and undevstanding manner to every member 
of the Lutheran Church. In order to do this, we urge that local groups be 
formed. One local group is already helping two of its members who are in 
Civilian Public Service Canos for conscientious objectors. 

An active support of the Lutheran Peace Fellowship will involve 
work and sacrifice. Ones motives may often be misunderstood. In spite of 
the obstacles, we are convinced that nrmr* r will join us in witnessing for 
the way of Christian love. At least one Lutheran pastor (the Rev. James 
E. Bristol of 810 Forth 5th Street, Camden, If. J. ) has been sentenced to 
eighteen months in prison for failure to fill out his draft questionnaire. 
He considered it his duty to protest against the spread of militarism in 
this way.
